THE CANTALOUPE GOES TO WAR 


N a “total war” every activity must be planned so as to have a bearing upon 
the outcome. Some activities may have a very direct bearing, while others may 
have an indirect effect in resulting victory. But whether direct or indirect, no 
activity can be really justified if it does not assist our country in winning this war. 
The production of food, of course, has a very direct effect on the outcome of 
the war. In the production of food the cantaloupe has a place of greater importance 
than is generally recognized. On the chart on the opposite page, taken from the 
United States Department of Agriculture reports, is shown the food values of 
several of the most important vegetables. We have reproduced this chart so that 
you might see for yourselves the vitamin content of a serving of each of these 
vegetables. Believing that this chart would be of value we have taken space in 
this manual to present it for you. From this chart you will be able to determine 
the vitamin value of the vegetables that you produce and hence be able to place an 
estimate upon their relative importance in the production of food for victory. 

We suggest to the cantaloupe grower that he make a comparison of the canta- 
loupe with the other vegetables that are listed on the chart. First note that there 
is not a single vegetable that is highest in every catagory. ‘Spinach is highest in 
vitamin A, but peas are highest in vitamin B-1, and peppers in vitamin C. On the 
other hand note that some vegetables rank well in every column a'though they may 
not be the highest in any single vitamin. Asparagus is one of these and loose- 
leafed lettuce another. Now note how well the cantaloupe compares with the 
other vegetables in vitamin content. It does not have the highest vitamin content 
in any one instance, but in every case it stands a favorable compariscn. Of the 23 
vegetables listed the cantaloupe is better than 11 of them in vitamin A. It is as 
good or better than 7 of them in vitamin B-1l. The vitamin content of cantaloupes 
is equal to or better than that of 16 of the 23 vegetables, and in vitamin G it ranks 
above 12 of them. In making a complete comparison you will find that the canta- 
loupe ranks 11th on this chart in total vitamin content. 

When the grower makes these comparisons he readily sees that in growing 
cantaloupes he is making a direct contribution to the food supply of the nation. 

In these times of rationed goods, we find the cantaloupe in a unique position. 
It is one of few fruits and vegetables that can be enjoyed without the addition of 
rationed sugar. Thus the cantaloupe immediately assumes an important role in 
serving the American table and at the same time conserving the use of the valuable 
but limited sugar ration. For this reason the government has urged a continuing 
production of cantaloupes. 

We have here presented the case of the cantaloupe in our wartime food pro- 
duction program. Although we are in the business of growing and selling cantaloupe 
seed, we are not urging any spectacular increases in the cantaloupe acreages. 
While such increases would result in increased sales for our business, we believe 
that they would not be justified in these war times. We believe, instead, that a 
balanced program of production will be of the greatest value in providing food for 
ourselves and our allies. And we also believe that, as demonstrated on the chart, 
the cantaloupe has a very definite contribution to make to our food supply.

The greatest possible yields must always 
be secured if the food supply is maintained. Seed is a fundamental factor in the 
production of the most food on the smallest acreage with the least effort. Now more 
than ever before you should carefully examine your source of supply for seed. 
Be sure that it is the best, and will give you seed that is unmixed and of high 
germination. Be sure that it is pure so that you will know that you will not waste 
effort in nurs:ng plants that will not produce what you want. Be sure that the 
seed has good breeding behind it that will produce high quality fruit with as little 
wastage as possible. It is the seedsman’s important function in this war to see that 
the gardener gets stocks that will produce the most possible food for the use of 
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the nation at this time. We give our solemn pledge to supply only the finest seed 
that it is possible to produce. It is our belief that you may place complete trust 
in the quality, purity and selection behind our seed. 


We are offering our usual line of seed this season with the addition of a few 
new varities that we have not previously offered. There has been no slackening 
in our efforts to see that this seed is the finest in its field. We will continue to 
offer our seed to the growers with the feeling that by supplying him with the 
highest quality stocks we are doing our part in our national war effort. 


Some adjustments, however, will have to be made. For instance, it has been nec- 
essary for our government to classify the various crops into different classes ac- 
cording to their importance in the war effort. Various reasons are behind the class- 
ification of different vegetables. Some are classified because of their food value, 
while others are classified according to the materials necessary for their harvesting, 
and still others because of the labor necessary in growing and harvesting, or because 
of the volume of space required in their transportation to market. 


Our speciality, cantaloupes, has been placed in Class B, together with several 
other vegetables such as cucumbers, lettuce, squash, etc. This classification of canta- 
loupes is a result in part of the shortage of crate materials and nails and in part as 
a result of shortage of transportation facilities. The government in so classifying the 
cantaloupe was undoubtedly thinking in terms of the large commercial producing 
areas, for they have requested a decrease in acreage in these areas. However, this 
classification will have little effect on the market gardener. In the case of the market 
and home gardener the melons are usually sold on local markets which will not 
be a drain upon the supply of materials or upon the transportation systems. Because 
of the food value of the cantaloupe, the 
action of the government will, in fact, be 
of benefit to the market gardener. With 
the reduction of acreage in the large 
commercial areas, the local grower will 
no longer have the competition on his 
own markets that he formerly had from 
the larger districts specializing in canta- 
loupes. He will therefore find a wider 
and better market for his melons. 


The market and home gardeners of 
the nation will continue his plantings of 
cantaloupes this season since the use of 
vital materials and transportation are 
not as involved in his growing of canta- 
loupes as it is in the case of the large 
commercial producer. Since these plant- 
ings will continue, it becomes the duty 
of the gardener to see to it that there is 
no wasted land or labor or time involved 
in that production. To do this the seed 
that is planted must be right,—right In 
quality, right in purity, and right in se- 
lection. We can supply that type of seed.

HIS new cantaloupe has been used for the past two seasons in the Imperial 
Valley of California. Its success is a result of its resistance to mildew and to 
its unusual fine shipping qualities. 

There has been insufficient seed produced during the past two years to keep 
pace with the rapidly mounting demand. This season our entire supply of seed of 
this variety was already sold before the harvest had even been started. As a result 
we cannot offer this new “45” seed in this 1943 Manual. Believing, however, that 
cantaloupe growers are anxious to keep informed on recent developments in canta- 
loupe varieties, we want to take space here to describe this new melon. 

The new “Four Fifty” is a selection from the now famous Mildew Resistant 
No. 45. In the new ‘450” is bred greater resistance to mildew and it has proven 
successful where mildew has prevented production of the No. 45. The “Four Fifty” 
has all the fine qualities of flavor, size and netting that were to be found in the 
No. 45. In addition the “450” has proven to be one of the finest shipping melons 
yet developed. California growers have found that it can be picked on a full shp 
and will hold up under shipment to any market in the country. It has formerly 
been necessary to pick melons at the exact time when they are “just right”, and if 
they were not picked at that time those melons were usually found to be unsalable 
the next day due to being overripe. This does not hold true with the “Four Fifty”. 
Time after time the grower has discovered that ripe melons overlooked in the field 
are still in condition for shipping on the following day or even the third day. This 
trait of the “450” has therefore prevented a great deal of wastage that was form- 
erly prevalent in commercial fields. 

Because of its resistance to mildew the “Four Fifty’s” popularity will un- 
doubtedly continue to grow in those districts where mildew is found. Because of its 
other characteristics, we feel sure that the “450” will prove valuable in other dis- 
tricts. As soon as sufficient seed is produced to supply all growers, we are confident 
that the “Four Fifty” will become a popular variety in all commerical districts, 
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(Qs supplies of seed of certain varieties of cantaloupes are 

limited. In the case of the new 450, our supply ts already 
sold out before this Manual goes to press. In the case of the 
Queen of Colorado, described below, our supply is so limited 
that we are certain that it will not meet the demand for this 
variety. We anticipate that shortages will also develop in other 
varieties. We regret that this condition exists, for we would like 
to have seed for all who need it, but the sttuation ts unavotd- 
able. May we suggest that your orders be placed as early as pos- 
sible for the varieties that you usually plant, so that we may 
be able to fill your orders before the supply ts exhausted. We 
give you our assurance that we will do our best to supply you 
with the seed you need, and further that we will make no sub- 
stitutions of varieties without your permission.
